Remains Dropped ‘in “Madrid 
After He Was Killed in 
Enemy Territory.

MADRID, Nov. 16.—Gen. Jose Mi- 
aja, Socialist Military Commander- 
in-Chief, and the defense junta pro- 
tested to the Diplomatic Corps and 
representatives of the foreign press 
at a War Ministry meeting today 
against what they termed insurgent 
“barbarity” in sending the body of 
an aviator back to Madrid by para- 
chute. 

The victim’s remains, Miaja said, 
were placed in a small box bearing 
the word “valladolid” and were 
dropped by a Fascist plane between 
the Toledo Bridge and the Sanisa- 
dro Cemetery yesterday. 

The aviator was believed to be 

Jose Antonio Galarza, 27 years old, 
who dropped by parachute into the 
insurgent lines during the second 
air battle last Friday. 
_ Santiago Carrilo, Commissar for 
Public Order, took correspondents 
to the morgue, where the remains 
were viewed. He said the aviator 
had been maimed by his captors. 
It was impossible to tell, however, 
whether the body had been, muti- 
lated in crashing or afterwards.

The 
affidavit said it was common 
knowledge among social workers 
that both children and mothers suf- 
fered from too frequent child-bear- 
ing. 

Has Similar Opinion. 

An affidavit by Dr. W. B. Hendry, 
Toronto obstetrical specialist, gave 
a similar opinion. 

Attorney Tilley said the question 
of public policy never had been 
considered before in connection with 
the will, and that he did not believe 


IL. F. Hellmuth, K. C., counsel for 
Alexander Butcher and Arabella 
West, distant relatives of Millar who 
are attempting to upset the will, 
took the opposite view. 

He referred to an Edgerton deci- 
sion, in which a bribe was offered 
for the birth of a baronet, and a 
will upset by a decision in England.

“Can’t Permit Open Inquiry,” 

“I cannot permit a wide’ open 
general inquiry,” the Judge added. 
“It would be scandalous.” 

The clause would be against pub- 
lic policy if it left-money to moth- 
ers of illegitimate children yet to 
be born, the Judge remarked. 
However, he said, he thought the 
will could not be attacked on that 
ground. 

In all, there were 17 mothers en- 
tered in the contest, which ended 
in a confusion of conflicting claims. 
Speaking for the mothers, Attor- 
ney Tilley held that the bequest 
was clearly for the benefit of moth- 
ers of illegitimate children. 

One of the mothers, with nine 
children claimed as eligible, is al- 
leged to have had five of them 
after she left her husband. 
Attorney Hellmuth, contending 
the money prize was held out to 
mothers to encourage childbearing, 
regardless of whether the childrei: 
lived or not, declared “it was a 
vicious contest.” 

“Nothing Against the Will.” 
“Is it not against the public good 
that these women should produce 
babies like rabbits?” asked Hell- 
muth, “I say it is against public 
decency that this race should have 
been held. Millar was a friend of 
mine. I say nothing against the 
will itself, but its results have been 
against public good.” 

He asserted the will applied to 
mothers of illegitimate as well as 
legitimate children. 

In a further attempt to prove the

15 KILLED AND 100 INJURED 


Storehouses Blow Up in Govern- 
ment Factory at Saint Chamas, 
Near Marseilles. 
(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

MARSEILLES, Nov. 16.—Powder 
storehouses’ in ‘a Government fac- 
tory at Saint Chamas exploded ‘to- 
day, killing at least 15 persons and 
injuring more than 100. Saint Cha- 
mas is 24 miles northwest of Mar- 
seilles. it 

The explosion, at 4:45 p. m., was 
heard for miles. -Residents of 
nearby towns ‘saw a column of 
flame and smoke shoot up from 
the grounds of the plant, on the 
outskirts of Saint Chamas. Flames 
quickly spread to the factory from 
the storehouses. 

Rescuers from the village pulled 
15 bodies from the wreckage within. 
a short time. The director and 
technical experts of the factory 
were reported to be missing. 

An unconfirmed report saying 30 
were dead was given qut by the 
headquarters of the Fifteenth 
Army Corps. :

JUDGE KIRKWOOD 
ACCEPTS HIS PLEA 


He Imposes Penalty on 
Recommendation of As- 
sistant Circuit ‘Attorney’ 
William Flynn. 


Francis Thurman, 19-year-old for- 
mer convict, today pleaded guilty of 


the murder of Police Sergeant Wil- 
liam Cullen in a holdup last March 
2, and was sentenced to life impris- 
onment in the State penitentiary by 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood. 

The life sentence was recom- 
mended by Assistant Circuit Attor-. 
ney William Flynn. Thurman was 
represented by Charles Schaub, a 
lawyer. 

Thurman was identified as. the 
man’ who killed the policeman by 
two eyewitnesses, following his cap- 
ture on the outskirts of Farming- 
ton, .Mo., March 8; He was shot 
through the lung by a highway pa- 
trolman as he fled after exchanging 
shots with a Deputy Sheriff, who 
sought to question him about the 
sale of an automobile tire. ; 

Robbers’ Account of Killing. 

While lying gravely wounded in 
a hospital Thurman signed a state- 
ment saying that he approached 
an automobile at Warne and West 
Florissant avenue, intending to 
steal it, not noticing that it was a 
police car and not observing, until 
too late, that the, occupant was a 
policeman. 

“I just went up and asked him 
‘to get out,” Thurman related. “He 


him to stop arguing, to get out and 
turn around. As he got out he had 
hig hand on his revolver, and I 
shot him.” eS 

Cullen died the. following day at 
De Paul Hospital. Police were puz- 
zled by the circumstances of the 
shooting. The two eyewitnesses, Ed- 
mund Hey, 2167 East Warne ave- 
nue, and August Groppe, 2161 East 
Warne avenue, furnished descrip- 
tions of the killer, as did Walter 
Wischmeyer, 1966 East Warne, who 
prevented Thurman from stealing 
his automobile by running away 
with the keys. 

Detective’s “Hunch” Good. 
Detective Sergeant Henry Sieck- 
haus, in charge of the detective bu- 
reau at Ruskin Avenue Police Sta- 
tion, to which Sergt. Cullen was as- 
signed, had been looking\ for ‘Thur- 
man to question him about drug 
store holdups. When he heard the 
description of the man who shot 
Cullen he told his superiors he was 
sure Thurman was the killer. Sergt. 
Sieckhaus’ “hunch” was confirmed 
when.a fingerprint taken from the 
automobile of Wischmeyer . proved 
to have been made by Thurman. 
Deputy Sheriff Dewey May of 
Farmington, and State Highway 
Patrolman H, H. Wells, who ar- 
rested Thurman after Wells shot 
him, did not know he was sought 
for the murder of Cullen, but want- 
ed. to question: him .because he 
aroused suspicion by trying to sell 
a tire from the automobile he was 
driving. The Board of Police Com- 
missioners had offered $1500” re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction 
of the murderer. 

The final circumstances which 
made the case dg Thurman 


the bullet which killed Cullen 
had been fired froma .38-caliber 


man after his arrest. 
Thurman, in. June, 1934, pleaded 
guilty of burglary and was sen- 
tenced to two years in Algoa Re-.

|Rebel Plane Shot Down in

WITH THE FASCIST FORCES, 
OUTSIDE MADRID, Nov. 16.—Ad- 
vance guards of Gen. Francisco 
Franco’s Fascist besiegers fought 
their way into the University City 
district in the northwestern part of 
Madrid late yesterday, the high 
command announced. Today  in- 
surgent machine-gunners were 
holding the new positions. 

Troops, preceded by tanks, forded 
the Manzanares River and gained 
their objective in Madrid proper 
after heavy fighting. The advance, 
which began early yesterday, was 
niade possible by airplane and ar- 
tillery bombardment of Govern- 
ment positions in a large area of 


the northwestern section of the 
capital, including the Parque del 
Oeste (Western Park). 

By this advance, the Fascists 
crossed the Manzanares River for 
the first time in the 10 days of 
fighting on the city’s outskirts.

McGrady Hopes for Tenta- 
tive Acceptance of Terms 
Along Lines Suggested 
by Employers.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—As- 
sistant Secretary of Labor Edward 
F. McGrady continued his media- 
tion efforts today in the Pacific 
Coast maritime strike. 

He called a meeting~with lead- 
ers of Sailors and Engine Room 
Workers, the key unions in the 
peace efforts. He hopes to obtain 
a tentative acceptance of proposals 
“aiong lines suggested by employ- 
ers” who rejected McGrady’s nego- 
tiations formula Saturday. 

Mayor Angelo J. Rossi of San 
Francisco and Mayor F. H. LaGuar- 
dia of New York both said they 
would do what they could toward 
bringing about a settlement. The 
strike, begun Oct. 30, has extended 
to Atlantic and Gulf ports. 

Seventy of 700 ship passengers, 
stranded in Honolulu when the 
strike was called, obtained passage 
on a Japanese liner. Those. still 
stranded started negotiations with 
union leaders and shipowners for 
release of one vessel to carry them 
to the mainland. 

Harry Bridges, whose longshore- 
men are backing the ilors and 
demanding continued control of 

their own . hiring. halls, .told a 
Western Writers’ Congress: “We're 
on strike and we're going to win.” 

He said unless a settlement is 
reached soon the walkout “may 
spread to another 150,000 or 200,000 
workers.” 


380 of Liner Washington Crew Re- 
ported Standing by Ship. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16. — Capt. 
Schuyler M. Cummings, marine su- 
perintendent of the International 
Mercantile Marine, said last night 
880 of the 500 members of the 
Washington, flagship of the United 
States Line, had pledged themselves 
to stand by the ship for its sched- 
uled sailing to Europe on Wednes- 
day.

Madrid Defense Council, did not 
deny the insurgents had penetrated 
University City. 


Although University City was un- 
der the heaviest shell fire of the 
siege, now in its eleventh day, the 
main battle was between the insur- 
gent forces on the other side of the 
Manzanares and Government forces 
on the Madrid bank. 

The civilian population on the 
fringes of University City was evac- 
uated as shells fell into the side 
streets, smashing housefronts and 
pavements. :

of the CIO as a “rival union” 
formed by a minority that could 
not accept this verdict. 

“I still plead with those who have 
acted contrary to the. principles of 
democracy to remain steadfast to 
the great principles of labor and 
come back and take their seats in 
convention and fight out their bat- 
tles with us in man-to-man fashion 
here,” Green said drew applause. 

While Green’s speech was in gen- 
eral conciliatory, it contained nu- 
merous indirect slaps at John L. 
Lewis. The address was delivered 
in a tone of militant fervor. Even 
the most conciliatory passages were 
roared out as Green sought to rally 
the convention behind his leader- 
ship. 

Telegram From Roosevelt. 

After he had finished his speech, 
Green read the following telegram 
from President Roosevelt: | 

“My dear Mr. Green: I regret 
very much that it will not be pos- 
sible for me to attend the annual 
convention of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor beginning its ses- 
sions in Tampa on Monday. Will 
you please express this regret to the 
officers, delegates and visitors at 
your convention and convey to 
them my sincere good wishes for 
a successful meeting? 

“The return of prosperity has re- 
stored hope and happiness to citi- 
zens in all parts of the country so 
it seems to me that your. sessions 
this year will be held under most 
auspicious circumstances. The 
spirit of optimism again pervades 
the land and I trust that your de- 
liberations will be fruitful of results 
which, while promoting security for 
the individual will, at the same 
time, safeguard the fundamental 
interests of the nation as a whole.” 

CIO Delegates Absent. 

Conspicuous by their absence 
were the delegates of 10 unions af- 
filiated with Lewis’ Committee for 
Industrial Organization. These un- 
ions were suspended by the execu- 
tive council of the A. F. of L. for 
their refusal to disband the com- 
mittee and return to the federation 
fold. To last year’s convention, at 
Atlantic City, these unions sent 
some 300 delegates representing 
nearly 1,000,000 members. 

Absent, too, were many of the 
figures who have contributed most 
to labor’s battle in the past, includ- 
ing, besides the shaggy-maned Lew- 
is, David Dubinsky, president of the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union; Sidney Hillman of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers, and Charles P. Howard, head 
of the International Typographical 
Union. 

Howard had originally intended 

to attend the convention, but stayed 
away in accord with a decision 
reached by the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization to ignore com- 
pletely the convention of craft 
unionists. Delegates of Howard’s 
union will be seated at the conven- 
tion, however, as it has not official- 
ly affiliated with the CIO. 
Green and the other members of 
the federation’s executive council 
proceeded today with apparent de- 
termination to expel the suspended 
unions by revoking their federation 
charters, although Green at a press 
conference’ last night declared that 
the A. F. of L. still stood ready to 
confer with CIO leaders in an effort 
to end the quarrel over craft vs. in- 
dustrial unionism. 

Resolution for Expulsion. 
Among numerous resolutions 
placed before the convention today 
was one introduced by John P. 
Fey, head of the metal trades de- 
partment of the federation, calling 
for expulsion. Frey is one of the 
chief defenders of craft unionism. 
His resolution read as follows: 
“Whereas, the Executive Council

sented, suspended the national and 
international unions affiliated with 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization; 

“Whereas, the Committee for In- 
dustria] Organization has recently 
affiliated a dual organization of ra- 
dio and electrical workers; be it 
resolved, that this convention re- 
voke the charters and certificates 
of affiliation of all national and in- 
ternational unions affiliated with 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization.” y 

Despite the militant nature of this 
resolution, reports persisted that 
leaders of the federation would not 


push expulsion, hoping by this pre- 


liminary move to intimidate the 
CIO unions. 

William L. Hutcheson of the Car- 
penters’ union and one of Lewis’ 
bitterest foes, arrived late last 
night. He indicated that he would 
not insist on expulsion, 

Green, obviously disturbed by the 
widening split, is seeking to-keep 


all other controversial topics out of ' 


the convention. 

At his press conference last night, 
Green said he had not received the 
arbitration proposal made by 
George L. Berry of the. Printing 
Pressmen’s Union. Berry suggest- 
ed naming a neutral arbitration 
board which would attempt to re- 
solye the dispute. This suggestion, 
Green intimated, was made only to 
newspaper men. 

Frey protested.against the seat- 
ing of George Powers as a delegate 
from the Central Labor Union of 
McKeesport, Pa. Frey said he had 
been informed Powers was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party and an 
organizers for Lewis’ committee 
who had been expelled from the 
Shéet Metal Workers’ Union. 


Steel. Workers in Three States 
Pledge Loyalty to Lewis. 

PORTSMOUTH, O., Nov. 16.— 
Representatives of nine lodges of 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers in 
West Virginia, Ohio and Kentucky 
yesterday pledged “loyalty and co- 
operation” to John L. Lewis’ Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
and the Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee. 

A resolution adopted said the 
steel industry of the area now was 
making “tremendous profits and 
earnings sufficient to grant sub- 
stantial increases in wages and the 
S. W. O. C. plans an intensive or- 
ganizing campaign for new mem- 
bers in order to make demands for 
recognition and increased wages in 
the near future.”

“Economic Stability Cannot Be : 
Government Spending,” Says Executive 
Council—No Appeal for Federal Action.

TAMPA, Fila, Nov, 16.—Putting 
the responsibility for re-employment 
of the. millions now on relief rolls 
up to industry, the Executive Coun- 
cil of the American Federation of 
Labor, on the eve of what may 
prove to be the most momentous 


convention in labor’s history, sub- 
mitted an annual report notable 
chiefly for what it did not say. 

In striking contrast to the report 
submitted: at last year’s convention, 
the Executive Council did not in- 
voke the aid of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to get men back to work 
in private industry. Last year’s re- 
port called for a Federal 30-hour 
week law, and re-enactment of legis- 
lation similar to the NRA to regu- 
late hours and wages. This time 
there is no mention of such meas- 
ures in a document that is essen- 
tially conservative. 

“The shorter work week and the 
six-hour day,” the report declares, 
“furnish the real solution to the 
insistent problem of unemployment. 
It is the responsibility that private 
industry must accept in order to 
give the necessary balance to eco- 
nomic expansion.” , 

©. L O. Takes 30 Pages. 

This is in accord with pre-con- 

vention statements. by William 
Green, A. F. of L. president, who in 
an attack on John L. Lewis’ Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
gave itvas his belief that - rising 
prosperity and a coming building 
boom would bring re-employment 
for all members of craft unions. 
- The widening breach in  labor’s 
ranks between craft unionists re- 
maining within the A. F. of L. fold 
and industrial unionists allied with 
Lewis is certain to absorb a great 
deal of the time and interest of 
delegates to the fifty-sixth conven- 
tion: here. 

In a pre-convention talk to the 
metal trades department of the 
Federation, Green referred to 
Lewis’ “vaporous idealism.” There 
are other indications that the A. F. 
of L. will seek to contrast its con- 
servatism to the more liberal poli- 
cies of the Lewis organization. 

Thirty pages of the Council re- 
port are taken up with the split. 
The action of the A. F. of L. in sus- 
pending 0 unions affiliated with 
the Lewis committee was taken on- 
ly after repeated efforts to -arbi- 
trate the dispute, the report states. 
Numerous documents bearing upon 
the quarrel are reprinted. : 

“These organizations made their 
choice,” the report says of the sus- 
pended unions. “They decided to

The protest is expected to 
come from representatives of cen- 
tral labor bodies. These central 
labor units are the most aggressive 
organizations in the A. F. of L., 
more frée of domination by old line 
labor leaders than the big national 
unions. | 

Suspension of the CIO unions 
was carried out under a special rule 
‘adopted by the Executive Council 
for the purpose. This rule is print- 
ed in full in the annual report but 
not in the section devoted to the 
craft-industrial split. Industrial 
unionists contend that the A. F. of 
L.’s constitution does not give the 
council the fight to. suspend. na- 
tional unions and that therefore 
the action was unauthorized. A 
two-thirds -vote of the convention is 
necessary to revoke a union char- 
ter, according to the rule under 
which the suspension was carried 
out. 

The split came over Lewis’ de- 
clared intention of organizing mass 
production workers in the steel, 
automobile, rubber and other indus- 
tries along industrial lines despite 
the mandate of the last A. F. of L. 
convention decreeing unionization 
only on craft lines. Today’s report 
lists a gain of 541,220 new members 
during the past year and consider- 
able progress in efforts to enroll 
workers in major industries,

its demand that private industry 
put men back'to work. “Industry’s 
obligation to bring about such sta- 
bility is more imperative in these 
crucial days of transition than ever 
before. We know only too well that 
unless this is done current recevery 
will end in a greater disaster than 
we have yet known. Shortening of 
the hours of work is the correct an- 
swer to the problem we are facing 
today.” 

No suggestion as to how this 
may be brought about is included 
in the report. Almost the only ex- 
pression with regard to future leg- 
islation is a “hope” that the Child 
Labor Amendment will be ratified 
by the 12 additional State Legisla- 
tures which, according to the re- 
port, are necessary to bring about 
adoption. 

The report points to an extraor- 
dinary increase in the productivity 
of workers in industry, due, of 
course, to technological improve- 
ments. From 1929 to 1935 produc- 
tivity per man. hour increased 40 
per cent, it is estimated. This 
means, the report points out, that 
if a worker made 100 units in one 
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hour in 1929, in 1935 he had to 
produce 140 units. 

“This fact is important because 
it explains why it required increas- 
ingly fewer man hours to manufac 
ture more goods,” the report states. 
“Between 1932 and 1935, total man 
hours in manufacturing increased 
only 26 percent. while productio# 
increased 43 per cent. 

Praises Labor Relations Board, 

“Since it requires less time to 
produce the same volume of goods, 
a proportionately smaller number 
of workers is employed to ‘turn out 
these goods unless the hours of 
work are still further curtailed. 
The fact that employment lags be- 
hind production more and more 
gives striking evidence of the need 
for a shorter v-»rk week. Industry 
cannot and. will not absorb the un- 
employed unless it creates more jo 
opportunities by limiting week 
and daily hours of work.” 

There is praise in the report for 
the work of the National Labor Re- 
jations Board, particularly for the 
publicity given by the board. ‘o 
labor espionage and attempts by 
employers to smash existing unions. 

“The experience of the board,” 
the report declares, “has shown that 
discrimination against union mem- 
bers and leaders, as well as threats 
of such discrimination,. still remain 
the most common form of interfer- 
"ence with union activity. This is 
generally done together with delib- 
erate propaganda which not only 
poisons the minds of the workers 
against unions but also indicates to 
them that employers are prepared 
to make their hostility to unions 
effective by dismissal.” 

Among the “many varieties” of 
threats listed is the threat to move 
the plant or go out of business if 
the union succeeds in organizing 
the employes. In this connection 
the report mentions the Brown Shoe 
Co. of St. Louis, which, according 
to charges presented before the 
Labor Board, used this method of 
intimidation. f 


Calls for Unemployment Census. 

Declaring that Government in- 
dexes overstate the number at work 
and understate the number of un- 
employed, the council calls for a 
new unemployment census. 

“The United States Employment 
Service,” the report states, “records 
6,350,000 registered for 
July 1, 1936, who were without jobs 
in industry. In September, the fig- 
ure is approximately 6,537,000. We 
know that nét nearly all the unem- 
ployed who seek work in industry 


| have registered with the Employ- 


ment Service; trade union members, 
for instance, usually register with 
their business agents and depend on 
their union to find work for them. 

In September about 500,000 union 
members were seeking work, most 
of whom probably were not regis- 
tered with the exchanges. Many 
other workers depend on other con- 
tacts to find their jobs. Therefore, 
it is clear that there are today many 
more than 6,500,000 unemployed 
who have found-no place in indus- 
try, although business recovery is 
well advanced.” 

Rising wage levels have been in 
part offset by price increases, ac- 
cording to the report. The average 
weekly wage in March of 1933 was 


$14.53. This had increased 68 per

“Any person who designedly’ gives

shall, upon conviction; be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor.”

Chairman English Speaks.

He said 
some solicitors had encountered 
persons who indicated they would 
reduce their subscriptions or not 
give at all because of the tax.

“The 1 per cent deduction from 
your wages,” he said, “is a deposit, 
with the Treasury of the United 
States Government to provide for 
your own old-age pension.

This 1 per 
cent deduction cannot by any 
stretch of the imagination be used 
as a legitimate excuse for not giv- 
ing to United Charities agencies.” 


Gives Mlustrations. 


As an illustration, English said 
that if an individual builds up a 
savings account to protect him 
when he becomes too old to work, 
he cannot justly consider that a 
substitute for helping a neighbor in 
distress. And if o takes out an 
insurance policy to provide himself 
with an annuity when he reaches 
the age of 65; or to pay a lump sum 
on his death, English continued, he 
should not use that as an excuse 
for not giving to the Visiting Nurse 
Association, the Children’s Hospital 
or any other United Charities 
agency. 

“Your insurance does not heal 
any sick person, as do our 36 health | 
and hospital agencies included in 
the present campaign,” English de- 
clared. “Your old-age pension pay- 
ment does noj save any children, as 
do our 32 child welfare agencies 
and settlement groups. I would 
like to emphasize that there is just 
as much reason or logic for declin-

EXTORTION TRAP 


Detectives Hide in Office, 


Make Demand for $2000 
—TIwo Wounded. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 16.— 
City detectives shot and wounded 
three men, one fatally and two. seri- 
ously, here yesterday during an al- 
leged attempt to extort $2000 from 
Andrew A. Brown, manager of the 
National Battery Co. 

Henry Calia, 25 years old, one of 
the three the officers surprised in 
Brown's office, died after a blood 
transfusion. 

About four hours before he died, 
Calia was married to Miss Ida Mil- 
ler by a jriesi. The priest, the 
Rev. Louis Franchinotti, said both 
Calia and the girl asked him to 
marry them. 

Of the other two wounded men, 
Paul Wingate, 27, was reported in a 
grave condit‘on He was shot in 
the right shoulder and chest. Paul 
Spano, 24, was shot in the neck. 

Brown told police the men ac- 
cused him of having knowledge of 
the killers of William N. Polley, 
business agent for the Truck Driv- 
ers’ Unien, who was shot by three 
men as he sat in his motor car, 
Oct. 11, 1935. A labor committee 
had offered $5000 reward for infor- 
mation leading to the conviction of 
Polley’s killers. 

Brown related the three men 
cornered him in a-corridor of the 
apartment building where he lives, 
Friday night and Spano asked him: 
“Do you remember the Polley 
deal?” 

Brown said he replied, “What’s 
that got to do with me? I know 
nothing about the Polley deal.” 

“The hell you don’t,” Brown told 
police one of the men said. “Any- 
way ~ve’ve got enough on you to 
hang you, and there’s $5000 in it for 
us.” Then came the demand for 
$2000, Brown said. The men also 
told him they wanted to be placed 
on the payroll of the battery com- 
pany, Brown reported. 


Trap Set for Men. 

Brown went to his office yester- 
day accompanied by Detectives 
John Flavin and John Clifford Jr. 
The officers concealed themselves 
in an adjoining room. At noon 
Brown said he received a telephone 
call from one of the men, The de- 
tectives listened in on an extension 
telephone. 

“You know. what I want,” the 
caller told Brown in reply to his 
question, Then the man said, “we're 
coming right out.” A half hour 
later, the three men walked into 
Brown’s office. 

“Are you ready to do business?” 
Wingate asked. “Maybe,” Brown re- 
| plied. 

“There'll be n- maybe about.it,” 
Wingate said, “it will be right 
now.” 

Flavin and Clifford then stepped 
from conceaiment, they said, and 
ordered the three to -raise_ their 
hands. Spano, the detectives said, 
drew a revolver and Flavin shot 
him in the neck. Then the detec- 
tives ordered the men to throw 
their weapous on the desk. Spano 
dropped his pistol ~ Wingate and 
Calia were unarmed. 

Calia picked up a chair and threw 
it at the officers, then. picked up 
another chair and swung it over 
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his head. Clifford and Flavin both 
fired and Calia fell with three bul- 
lets in his chest. Wingate leaped 
on Flavin and Clifford shot him. 

Police reopened today their inves- 
tigation of the assassination of 
Polley. Chief of Detectives Thomas 
J. Higgins_said Polley had helped 
direct truck drivers in a strike at 
the battery plant in the summer of 
1935. 

“Polley’s activities, so far as we 
know,” said Flavin and Clifford, 
“were with drivers outside the bat- 
tery plant.” Flavin quoted Spano 
as saying after he was shot, “we 
had a tip Brown had some dough.” 
Brown told Higgins that Spano, a 
Deputy Constable in Gil P. Bourke’s 
Justice Court, is the same man who 
approached him during the 1935 
strike and offered to break the 
strike for $200. 

Police records show Calia was 
sentenced to a three-year term in 
Boonville Reformatory for car theft 
and had been back only ae few 
weeks from serving a two-year sen- 
tence at Leavenworth prison on a 
narcotics charge.

Son-in-Law of James A. Mofs 
fett Loses Life in New York 
City.

Astor and son-in-law of James A, 
Moffett, \vice-president of the Stan- 
dard Oil|Co. of California, plunged 
to his death early yesterday from

Brooks lost his balance, police 
said, while opening a window in 
his bedroom. His bride of only four 
months, the former Adelaide Mof- 
fett, heard her husband scream 
while she was in their living room, 

She ran into the bedroom and 
collapsed, After telling an inco- 


herent story to Detective Charles 
Watkins, who called the death an 
accident, she was put to bed under 
care of a physician. 


Had Visited Friends. 


The 26-year-old broker and his 
wife had returned home from visit- 
ing friends at about 2 a. m, 
Taxi drivers and others in the 
street saw the body strike the side- 
walk. Death was instantaneous. 

The body fell in East Sixty-fifth 
street nearly opposite the town 
house of President Roosevelt. Mof- 
fett, father-in-law of the young man, 
was former Federal Housing Ad- 
ministrator and previously served 
the President as head of the NRA 
Oil Administration Committee. 

A little over two years ago, on 
Oct. 26, 1934, Mrs. Adelaide Taft 
Moffett, Moffett’s estranged wife 
and mother of Adelaide Brooks, fell 
to her death from an eighth floor 
apartment in the same neighbor- 
hood.

Former Weather Forecaster 
Here Succumbs to Pneu- 
monia at 62.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. Mok: 
trose W. Hayes, 62 years old, prin- 
cipal meteorologist of the Weather 
Bureau’s River and Flood Division, 
and former forecaster at St. Louis, 


died of pneumonia at his home here 
today. He is survived by his wife, 
a son and a daughter. 

Mr, Hayes, a native of North 
Carolina, entered the weather ser- 
vice in 1892. After the Spanish- 
American War, he assited in organ- 
izing the hurricane warning service 
in the West Indies, serving at Ha- 
vana from 1899 to 1902. From 1904 
to 1906, he was engaged in organiz- 
ing the Weather Bureau of the Ar- 
gentine Republic. His longest ser- 
vice was in St. Louis, from 1910 to 
1929. .

Ceremonies at Five Public Im- 
provements Made Possible 
by Federal Funds. 


Five public improvements made 
possible by Federal funds were dedi- 


cated by Mayor Dickmann and his 
Cabinet yesterday in ceremonies 
which began at 2 p. m. and ended 
at dusk. 

The dedications were of the two- 
mile River des Peres Parkway be- 
tween Gravois and Lansdowne av- 
enues; the 60-acre Francis Park in 
Southwest St. Louis; Des Peres av- 
enue, between Lindell and Delmar 
boulevard, and newly paved Lindell 
boulevard between Union and 
Skinker boulevards; Forest Park 
Bowl, a lake and landscaping in the 
southeastern part of the park; the 
69-acre Tilles Park, Lay and. Litz- 
singer roads, St. Louis County. 

River des Peres Parkway, which 
the Mayor said eventually would ex- 
tend to the Mississippi River, em- 
ployed 681 men for one year, and 
cost a total of $289,204, for surfac- 
ing the roadway and landscaping 
both sides of it. The Government 
contributed $287,227 and the city 
$1977. A total of $345,000 in 1923 
city bond issue funds had been used 
in improving the old River des 
Peres channel. : 

Francis Park Ceremony. 

At Francis Park, which has been 
developed with $120,000 in (WPA 
funds, the Mayor paid tribute to 
the donor, the late David R. Fran- 
cis, former Mayor of St. Louis, for- 
mer Governor of Missouri and for- 
mer United States Ambassador to 
Russia. He introduced David R. 
Francis Jr. and_ his 
Thomas and Charles Francis. 

Total cost of the Des Peres ave- 
nue and Lindell boulevard under- 
takings, the Mayor said, was $328,- 
247, of which the Government’s 
share was $318,247, and the city’s 
share was $10,000. A total of 472 
WPA workmen were employed 10 
months. 

Forest Park Bowl consists of a 
small lake surrounded by terraced 
landscaping, inclyding shrubs, ever- 
green trees a rock formations. 
Formerly, the Mayor pointed out, it 
was the most unsightly part of the 
park. The River des Peres sewer 
runs beneath it. Its cost was $110,- 
901, of which the city contributed 
$2287. It gave work to 487 men. 

Picnic and Camp Grounds. 

Tilles Park, donated to the city 
.in 1932 by C. A. Tilles, has been im- 
proved as a picnic and camp 
grounds. A total of $193,712, of 
which the city’s share was $11,847, 
has been spent for oe 
fencing, water supply, ers, roads, 
athletic grounds, wading pool, shel- 
ters, comfort stations and outdoor 
fireplaces. Tilles gave the land to 
the city in memory of his mother, 
Mrs. Rosalie Tilles. In Mexico, he 
was unabe to attend the dedication. | 
The undértaking employed 487 men. 

Mayor Dickmann said the’ im- 
provements were examples of what 
was being accomplished with Fed- 
eral funds in making a more beau- 
tiful city.

Ducks by the Thousands. 


UT the ducks are still with 

us. This writer, within the 
past two weeks, has seen water 
literally black with many varie- 
ties. When they took wing the 
noise was like the roar of Niaga- 
ra. Big mallards, little teal, a few 
canvas-backs and even the “ver- 
boten” redheads were among the 
many species noted. 

But not a gun was fired for 
we were in one of the country’s 
“sanctuaries,” Reelfoot Lake, 
Tenn., where legal _ shooting 
doesn’t start until Nov. 26. 

Once upon a time Missouri had 
areas just as inviting to migra- 
tory bird life as Reelfoot, but 
drainage projects ruined most of 
that district. 

Reelfoot,.with its 25 miles of 
cypress stumps surrounded by 
water, is just about the best halt- 
ing point for ducks to be found 
between Saskatchewan and the 
Gulf. 

In a few days there will be a 
modified slaughter of the duck 
tribes at this point. The topogra- 
phy provides natural blinds for 
hunters, And where it doesn’t, 
the natives construct them out in 
the lake by building platforms on

“The Titans” Untrue 


MOSCOW, Nov. 16—The Art Com- 
mittee of the Council of People’s 
Commissars, the Soviet Board of 
Censors, has ordered the opera, 
“The Titans,” withdrawn from the 
Kamerny Theater as “alien to Sovi- 
et art,” P. Kerzehntzev, chairman 
of the Art Committee, carried his 
criticism into articles in the of- 
ficial newspapers Pravda and Izves- 
tiva, and observers professed belief 
that the autthor, Demyan Bedny, 
member of the Communist party 
and resident of the Kremlin, was 
headed for serious difficulties. 

The Art Committee gave three 
reasons for barring “The Titans.” 

“The opera gave an anti-histori- 
cal and mocking picture of baptism 
in Russia which in reality was a 
progressive stage in the history of 
the Russian peoples, since it fa- 
cilitated bringing the Slav peoples 
into closer touch with those of 
high civilization. 3 

“The opera attempts to glorify 
the robbers of Kiev in Czarist Rus- 
sia as a revolutionary element, 
which is contrary to historical facts 
and thoroughly false in political 
tendencies. 

“The opera also besmirches the 
knights and gods of Russian myth- 
ology who in popular fancy repre- 
sent heroic traits of the Russian 
people.” : 

Bedny portrayed the knights as 
cowards and drunkards and depict- 
ed baptism in Russia, following the 
conversion to Christianity of the 
tenth century ruler, Prince Vladi- 
mir, as the result of a drunken 
orgy.

Federal .Trade Commission

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The 
Federal Trade Commission said to- 
day it had charged 19 corporations 
manufacturing metal window prod- 
ucts and their trade association 
with maintaining price-fixing and 
eliminating competition in the sale 
of the products. | 

The commission ordered a hear- 
ing for Dec. 18, at which the cor- 
porations, said by the commission 
to represent substantially all of the 
manufacturers of metal window 
products in the country, were di- 
rected to show cause why hey 
should not cease practices charged 
to them in the complaint. 

Much of the output of the cor- 
porations, the commission  an- 
nounced, had been sold to Federal, 
state and municipal governments. 
The commission said some of the 
corporations organized a trade as- 
sociation known as the “Solid Sec- 
tion Steel Window Industry,” but 
since January, 1934, it had been 
known as the “Metal Window In- 
stitute,” with Washington head- 
quarters.

BERLIN PROTESTS TO RUSSIA 
OVER ARREST OF 23 GERMANS 


Soviet Announces of Those Held 14 
Are Charged With Espionage 
and Conspiracy.

MOSCOW, Nov. 16.—The German 
Government protested sharply to 
Soviet Russia today against the ar- 
rest of 23 German citizens. 

Thée protest followed Soviet an- 
nouncement to the German Govern- 
ment that charges of espionage and 
conspiracy had been lodged against 
14 of those arrested. 

Accusations against the other 
nine Germans had not been dis- 
closed. 

Previously they were reported de- 
tained with a number of persons of 
other nationalities in connection 
with an alleged Fascist plot against 
the Soviet Government. 

The German protest, delivered by 
Charge d’Affaires Werner von 
Tippelskirch to Vice-Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs Krestinsky, said the 
Reich considered that “no serious 
reason has been given for the arrest 


of its nationals.” The Germans

asked for additional information 
concerning the detentions, together 
with whatever proof of wrongdoing 
had been gathered against those 
held. Krestinsky tonight notified 
the German charge Russia was “un- 
able” to accept the protest. 

The 14 against whom charges 
were made public were accused un- 
der Article 58 of the Soviet Criminal 
‘Code, dealing with revolutionary ac- 
tivities, espionage, sabotage and 
“wrecking.” Two women were in- 
cluded in the group. One was Frau 
T. Tutterknecht of Leningrad, wife 
of a lumber buyer who also was 
arrested, and the other was Tatiana 
Baerwald, daughter of Paul Baer- 
wald, Leningrad radio engineer. 
Baerwald himself was charged 
with espionage and conspiracy, 
while his daughter, a student at 
Leningrad Technical Institute, was 
accused of conspiracy only.

THREE KILLED IN BEIRUT RIOTS 
OVER NEW FRENCH TREATY 


Moslems and Christians Loot Each 
Other Shops, Troops Re- 
store Order. 

By the Associated Press. 

BEIRUT, Syria, Nov. 16.—Three 
persons were killed and 18. injured 
in street fighting, it was announced 
today, after an all-night riot al- 
leged to have been provoked by op- 
ponents of the new treaty between 
France and Lebanon. Street cars 
were turned over and automobiles 
destroyed. 

Official accounts said Moslems 
attending the city’s mosques to cele- 
brate the Ramadan, Moslem holy 
day, were aroused by agitators 
against the new treaty. At night 
the crowd spread out toward the 
Christian quarter of the city and 
began looting shops. Police, at- 
temping to stop them, were fired 
on. Christian Syrians in turn band- 
ed together, made for the Moslem 
quarter and began looting them- 
s ves. Troop reinforcements were 
summoned and order was restored. 
Shops were closed today and mili- 
tary patrols were on duty.

Last year, there were 162,000 contributors, or 16 

out of each 100 population. This is a low proportion, 

compared with other cities of comparable size. In 

Detroit, for instance, 22 of every 100 citizens con- 

tribute to the fund. It has been estimated that if 

20 of every 100 persons in the community give to 

the St. Louis fund this year, and if the average gift 

is the same as last year, $13.49, then the current goal 

of $2,600,000 will be surpassed by $98,000. This is 

why the campaign in its appeal this year is calling 

for 200,000 givers. — 

There is every reason why the number of givers 

should be larger than in 1935. The community as} 
a whole is more prosperous. More persons are em- 

ployed than last year, and many workers are earning 

more money than 12 months ago. 

Individual contributions, as well, should be in- 

creased. St. Louis ranks Gomparatively low in this 

respect as well as in the number of givers. As con- 

trasted with the average St. Louis gift of $13.49, 

Cincinnati has a figure of $24.18. Business houses 

are enjoying greater profits; most individuals larger 

incomes. Their contributions should. be increased | 
in proportion. 

Unfortunately, the progress of recovery has meant 
comparatively slight diminution in the need for relief. 
This is true not)only in St. Louis, but over the 
nation. Many of the 90 agencies’ charges are unem- 
ployables—the sick and disabled, children, the aged— 
who are dependent on the community’s generosity in 
good times and bad. The burden has been somewhat 
reduced, it is true, as shown by the fact that this 
year’s United Relief quota is $250,000 smaller than 
last year’s. 

Almost a fifth of the city’s population still must 
look to outside aid for the means of existence. 
Government and State funds provide only the funda~ 
mentals, food. and shelter. It is the agencies of 
United Charities that must be relied on to provide 
help in five categories: health and hospital care; 
family service and home relief; services for children, 
the blind, crippled and others; institutional care of 
children and the aged; neighborhood activities 
through settlement houses and clubs. These good 
works have been so restricted in past years through 
lack of funds that, even though success of the cam- 
paign this year will allow more liberal budgets, every 
cent still will go tg relieve imperative need. 

St. Louis cannot afford to let its relief campaign 
go down in failure again. More givers and larger 
gifts are necessary to serve the great humanitarian 
cause of relief for the suffering and the helpless. 
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Arkansas is seriously thinking of reopening her 
mond mines. Diversification of crops, eh? Cot-

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| SETBACK IN PALESTINE. 

When the Arab leaders a month ago called off the 
general strike, which had caused great bloodshed in 
Palestine, there was widespread hope that the prob- 
lems of the Holy Land were on the way to solution. 
The British Royal Commission, which was to investi- 
gate the situation and map the course of adjustment, 
left England for Palestine, having delayed its depar- 
ture until strife had ceased. But now the commission, 
arriving in Jerusalem, finds the Arabs refusing to 
attend its’ deliberations. This attitude, if persisted 
in, will prove a serious setback to equitable settle- 
ment, and will react against the cause of the Arabs 
themselves. 

The chief objective of the Arabs is discontinuance 
of Jewish immigration into Palestine. Britain, the 
mandatory Power, has served notice that it will take 
no action on this matter until the Royal Commission 
has made its report. To shut off immigration now 
would obviously be to approve the Arabs’ case in ad- 
vance of a hearing. What has caused the present 
boycott is doubtless the recent British Announcement 
of additional immigration quotas. 

The Arabs have found that they can gain nothing 
by violence, and they can only delay a solution by 
their present obstructive attitude.

NE of the greatest problems of any 

American city is that of crime. The 

criminal is constantly stalking the 
streets, taking his toll of'life and property, 
but unnoticed by the average citizen. Can we 
daily operate our businesses without being 
in sOme way directly affected by him? Cer- 
tainly the answer is No, when one considers 
that our crime tax amounts to $120 a year 
for every man, woman and child. 


We have the greatest independent nation 
of the world and yet we continue tto live in 
apathy, permitting criminals to murder, at 
the rate of 35 persons a day, with the assur- 
ance that if they are caught and convicted, 


‘they will receive an average sentence of only 


43% months, and, should they be given a life 
term, they will probably serve less than 10 


years.

If such 
is the case, how can we hope properly to 
guide the youth of our community? 


It is the duty of every citizen to watch 
closely over the children of our land, to see 
that their minds and bodies are properly 
trained, to encourage them to participate in 
socializing activities such as the Boy Scouts, 
boys’ clubs and Girl Scouts, where they can 
satisfy their youthful desires under the 
friendly. guidance of mature. persons inter- 
ested in the work. Boys and girls, young 
men and young women, are certainly worthy 
of your attention, and every minute spent in 
helping them climb upward should bring 
happiness far beyond estimation.

How can any offi.er of the law properly 
exercise his authority if he is burdened with 
the constant fear of losing his job through 
arresting some violator who happens to be 
related to a political factor? Keep your po- 
lice department out of politics and you will 
never need worry about your community 
being a place of insecurity. The criminals 
over the country will soon learn that they 
cannot escape, by the tricks and wiles of 
some crooked attorney, the penalties for 
their crimes.

But the return of prosperity, 
which, barring unforeseen contin- 
gencies in the outer world, seems 
now to be assured, will again alter 
the relationship between business 
and government, It will increase 
the popular good will toward the 
economic system. It will reduce 
the popular demand for interven- 
tion and direction by the Govern- 
ment. 

Though the impulses of social re- 
form generated in the depression 
will run on, as they did after 1893, 
until war or some other unforeseen 
diversion comes along, the reforms 
in a period of prosperity will tend 
more and more to deal with the 
marginal abuses rather than with 
the centra] controls of the economic 
order. 

This means that the capitalist 
system in America has survived 
the crisis, and that it has another 
lease of life. Tke real problem of 
business men is how to use wisely 
the opportunity which has been re- 
stored to them.

Take next the tariff. A great 
many business men and some Re- 
publican leaders know perfectly well 
that high tariffs are an absurdity 
in a creditor country. They know, 
too, that a country which lays an 
embargo against imports, and tries 
to live in economic isolation, is 
driven inevitably toward a regi- 
mented economy, that free enter- 
prise within a country ‘requires 
measurably free trade. 

But officially and politically, the 
business community still allows it- 
self to be represented by men who 
have no conception of any of these 
things and® are quite prepared to 
continue treating the tariff as a 
local issue, to be dealt with for 
eed benefit of separate vested inter- 
ests. | 


Here are at least two major topics 
—money and the tariff—on which 
a major readjustment of ideas will 
have to take place if American 
business is to modernize its position. 
But there are others which lie 
more intimately in the field of 
business management itself. And 
here one cannot speak so _ dog- 
matically as one can in saying that 
on money and the tariff the of- 
ficial spokesmen are thoroughly 
outmoded. But one can say that 
modern economic analysis indicates 
very strongly that depressions are 
generated by some kind of failure 
on the part of expenditure for 
consumption and for capital to keep 
pace with savings. If this is true, 
it is as important as it is novel. 

The analysis is not certain or al- 
together clear, and all that I should 
venture to say about it for the 
present is that business men who 
wish to understand the future will 
do well to study this problem care- 
fully and sympathetically. More 
and more, in their daily affairs, 


this analysis. The tax on corporate 
surpluses is an application of these 
ideas. The objections to the huge 
reserve fund for the social security 
laws arise from the same source. 
The practice of balancing’ the 
budget, not annually, but over the 
course of the business cycle, stems 
from the same analysis. And so 
do all the demands for a general 
increase of mass purchasing power 


by raising wages, distributing prof- 


its and reducing prices. 

There are questions here which 
lie on the frontiers of our present 
knowledge. There is as yet no 
verified science to which we can 
turn confidently. But these’ mat- 
ters will form urgent topics of dis- 
cussion in the period now opening 
before us.

rights amendment to the Constitu- 
ion and declaring opposition to min- 
imum wage laws for women. alone 


were passed by the National Wom- 
en’s party convention yesterday. 
Helen Hunt West, congressional 
secretary of the party, said the nec- 
essary two-thirds vote in Congress 
Was now assured to carry the 
amendment but declined to divulge 
names of pledged Senators and 
Representatives. 

Another resolution praised Pres- 
ident Roosevelt “for attempting, in 
codes of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act, for the first time to 
legislate equal pay for equal work 
for women.” 

Party leaders expressed opposi- 
tion to minimum wages for women 
alone, on the ground it gave an op- 
portunity to men to underbid wom- 
en for jobs. The resolution de- 
manded that such laws apply to 
“the whole group of adult men and 
women.” : 

The equal rights amendment has 
been sought for 13 years to serve 
women in the economic field as the 
suffrage amendment served them in 
the political field. 

“With one blow it will wipe out 
over 1000 laws throughout the coun- 
try which discriminate against wom- 
en,” said Mrs. West. “It is as neces- 
sary as were specific guarantees 
for freedom of the press.” 

The party also approved a reso- 
lution urging:that a likeness of Su- 
san B. Anthony, suffrage pioneer, 
be carved in the rock of Mount 
Rushmore, South Dakota, now a 
national memorial, along with those 
of prominent Presidents, 

Sarah T. Pell of Ticonderoga, N. 
Y., was elected chairman of the 
party. 

At the closing session the key to 
the old women’s prison of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was presented to 
Mrs. Florence Bayard Hilles of Wil- 
mington, Del., retiring chairman

ON NEW UPTURN 


Day’s Top Surpasses the 
$1.17 1-8c Peak Touched 
During the Drouth In- 
duced Boom Last Sum- 


mer.

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—A six-year 
high price record was established 
by wheat futures here today when 
the market shot up 1 to 2 cents 
a bushel. 

Wheat for December’ delivery 
soared to $1.18% cents a bushel, 
almost a cent higher than the previ- 
ous 1936 peak. Not since 1930, 
when the year’s peak was $1.25% 
has a price this high been paid for 
December wheat. Today’s top even 
surpassed the $1.17% high touched 
by September wheat durirg; the 
drouth induced market boom late 
in the summer. , 

Traders said buying of Decem- 
ber wheat futures was attributed 
in part at least to the lifting of 
“hedges” against domestic flour 
sales. Basis for current high 
wheat prices, they said, vas the 
world supply situation, with stocks 
unusually small in all sections of 
the globe as a result of crop dam- 
age in major producing areas the 
past summer. 

Wheat closed strong, 1% @2 cents 
above Saturday’s finish, Dec. $1.18'% 
@%, May $1.15@%, corn futures at 
the close were %@1% cents higher, 
$1.03% @%, May new 97@97%% cents, 
oats %@*% cents up, and provisions 
varying from two cents decline to 


12 cents gain. 

About a cent advance of Chicago wheat 
values at times in forenoon today ac 
companied disquieting reports of moisture 
shortage in wide-spread areas of winter 
crop states southwest. 

Upturns of wheat prices here were in 
the face of pronounced setbacks of Liver- 
pool quotations. Weakness abroad was 
ascribed to the fact that stocks of wheat 
afloat for Europe showed 2,032,000 bush- 
els increase, and now exceed 40,000,000 
bushels, the largest total since August. 
1934. On the other hand, dispatches from 
a leading Chicago export toouring in the 
Southwest said that from Dodge City, Kan., 
to Amarillo, Tex., surface moisture was 
becoming dangerously scant to a depth of 
four inches. He added that from Amarillo 
to Dodge City, via Guymon, rain was urg- 
entiv needed. 

Some wheat plants were dead in the 
stretch from Amarillo to Dodge City, it was 
asserted, and some seed has not yet sprout- 
ed. Under such circumstances, Chicago 
July wheat contracts, representing the 1937 
domestic crop, jumped quickly to $1.01%. 
December delivery climbec, too, and at one 
stage touched $1.17%, within %& cent of 
the season’s top price. 

Corn showed a disposition to sag, influe 
enced by larger receipts, 180 cars here toe 
day. orn belt weather conditions were 
favorable for crop movement. 

Rye and oats sympathized with wheat. 
rather than with corn. All deliveries of 
rye outdid the season’s previous peak quo- 
tations, 

Provisions eased somewhat, responsive te 
hog price downturns.

HANCELLOR HITLER has de- 

molished the remaining frag- 

ments of the Versailles Treaty, 
notifying the great Powers that 
they may no longer control, as they 
have done since 1918, the principal 
rivers of Germany. 

The Rhine, Elbe, Oder and Dan- 
ube rivers, within German terri- 
tory, now return to German con- 
trol, and France is content to ask 
other Powers to join a_ protest. 
Mere protests amount to little in 
European diplomacy, as the world 
Jearned from the Ethiopian war. 

That settles, finally, the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, a foolish effort to 
enslave a nation that made the 
emergence of this, or some other 
Hitler, inevitable. 


Mr. Tugwell seeks an -appropria- 
tion of $500,000,000 to provide pov- 
erty-stricken farmers, now on 
worthless farms, with other land 
that will support them, also barns, 
houses, outbuildings.

der the stars. But before they 
could do this, Erikson one day rode 
the motorcycle to the studio. More, 
he used his player’s prerogative to 
drive it inside the gates and around 
the lot. He was told to get rid of the 
vehicle before he and Frances could 
come to grief in it. What they will 
do next that’s hazardous or unusual 
is a matter of conjecture and con- 
cern to executives whose interest 
is more than paternal. 


Nor is Frances shy about assert- 
ing herself within the sacrosanct 
confines of the sound stages. . It 
isn’t that she is temperamental. 
Rather, she never ceases analysing 
her role with the idea of determin- 
ing if it rings true. 

They tell of a tense moment on 
the stage during the filming of the 
Goldwyn picture. The director was 
Howard Hawks, veteran of count- 
less film successes, a man to whom 
anyone in Hollywood will defer in 
matters of judgment.

When the ponderous 
animal was to ‘appear to chase 
Frances it took its assignment seri- 
ously. Frances was felled by the 
onslaught and only narrowly es- 
caped serious injury. 

There were chuckles in some 
quarters when Frances yielded to 
romantic impulse and wedded Erik- 
son, whom she had met at the 
studio, It hadn't been long since 
she had allowed herself to be quoted 
as entirely unimpressed by the 
masculine youth of the film capital. 

“I prefer my own company,” she

had said, “to that of most of the 
young men in this town. I surely 
didn't care for the crop of boys 
who arrived to show me the town 
on my arrival.” 

Until she met Erikson, she was 
much to herself in her leisure time, 
with her books and her car for soli- 
tary drives. 

It was while she was appearing 
as foil for film tests of young males 
that Frances became the semi-of- 
ficial barometer of masculine ap- 
peal. Before she ever appeared 
before the cameras for a feature 
picture she played opposite at least 
a score of leading men and po- 
tential leading -men,, in tests and 
auditions. 

Frances is quick to tell that Hol- 
lywood did not make her over. For 
instance, for her preliminary New 
York test they bobbed hér hair and 
plucked most of her eyebrows.

Refuses Food 


Mothers Should Guard 
Against First Intrusion of 
Idea That Eating Is Favor.

66H CANNOT get my 4-year-cld 
| voy to eat his meals. He re- 
fuses everything I offer him, 
I've tried letting him go hungry, 
but he would starve himhelf if I let 
him. I can’t let him starve. I can't 
go on as things 
are, for he is mak- 
ing me a nervous 
wreck. What can 
I do?” 
First: Is this child 
normal? If he is 
dull, or feeble- 
minded, or sick, 
he must have the 
vest care a skilled 
physician can give | 
him. No ordinary 
measures will do 
for him. se 
If he is pro = 
nounced fit in " 
mind and body we ‘4ngelo Patri 
can know that he 
has been trained in poor habits. He 
has ‘learned to use his eating habits 
as a weapon against those who con- 
trol him. He found he could make 
his family dance to his music any 
time just by refusing to eat his 
meals. He can enjoy himself by the 
hour and that without cost to him. 
Mothers are so anxious about 
the health of their children that 
any lack of appetite arouses their 
fears. Children are quick to feel the 
fears of those about them, and to 
profit by them. Becrause eating is 
one of their earliest experiences, and 
the one that first arouses motherly 
interest, eating lends itself to this 
unfortunate situation most fre 
quently. : 
Prevention is the best cure. Every 
mother should be on guard against 
the first intrusion of the idea that 
eating is a favor to her. Eating is a 
personal matter and helps the eater, 
not anyone else. If the mother can 
make herself free of the feeling of 
anxiety about the child’s eating and 
assume, outwardly at least, the at- 
titude of indifference, the difficulty 
is not likely to have the proportions 
of a problem. “Take it or leave it,” 
is the best attitude, 


HEN a child who is in good 
W neaitn refuses food accept his 

refusal good-humoredly, eat 
your own meal with apparent relish, 
no remarks either way, and serve 
him nothing until next meal. Then 
make no mention of the previous 
refusal. Ignore it. If the child 
fasts for hours, even for a day, it 
won't hurt: him any. Emotional 
fussing over his fasting will harm 
him far more. Just cook some 
thing that smells very good, sorme- 
thing everybody likes. Serve it 
without comment, without so much 
as an understanding glance, and 
he will eat it nine times out of ten. 
Only be sure that you make no sign 
of courting a victory. Don’t arouse 
his pride. Make the whole affair 
as impersonal as possible and after 
it is over, ignore it. 


Ailing children. should not 
fed the usual menu, but a light 
diet. The doctor should be called 
in if there is any sign of sickness, 
a rise in temperature, a complaint 
of pain. Fasting will be an aid 
to a sick child when eating a good 
meal will hinder his recovery. But 
this is a situation for the physi- 
cian. 

Mentally defective children do 
not eat as other children eat. Their 
diet must be supervised by the 
specialist. Their daily program of 
health habits, school routine, 
sleep, rest, play, remedial work— 
all must be carefully adjusted te 
the dull child’s needs. 

As for healthy, intelligent chil 
dren, they will cag when they are 
hungry.
